The issue of early high school 
graduation has come to Andover 
schools, and brought with it the 
deeper issue of what Andover 
High School requirements should 
be, what an Andover diploma 
should mean. 

The high school principal posed 
the dilemma before the school 
committee: Because of program 
flexibility, many students com- 
plete their traditional (Carnegie 
system) 16 credits required for 
graduation long before the end 
of their senior year; when some 
of these ask for early gradua- 
tion, what does the school system 
say? 

Wormwood said last year, for 
the first time, 10 students applied 
for early graduation, and five 
actually graduated early, with 
parental support. Drs? Richard 
Katz and Frank Griggs supported 
the idea of letting the kids pass 
along early, and Griggs noted 
that he didn’t see how you could 
stop them, legally. 

Why are students suddenly 
completing diploma require- 
ments early? It all came with last 
year’s new offering of 20 English: 
electives in place of the old 
Carnegie system lockstep of four 
years of English that had to be 
taken consecutively, Wormwood 
reported. In the more flexible 
program, students could take 
more than one English course, 
and thus complete their required 
four years of English early. 

If they already had other cre- 
dits, e.g. from high school credit 
courses taken in junior high, 
they could as juniors exceed the 
16 point credit total decreed 
by the hoary Carnegie system, - 
a measuring rod used in most 
high schools since the 1920s, 

When the committee asked 
Wormwood how valid the Car- 
negie graduation requirements 
were, he answered ‘‘Not at all. 
You’re going to see more and 
more students eligible for early 
graduation as_ individualized 
learning pulls more upper level 
courses down to lower grades 
for students who are ready for 
them.”? Inother words, the tradi- 
tional graduation requirements 
can’t be valid if increasing num- 
bers of students sail past them, 
perhaps without even realizing it, 
when they are only halfway 
through high school. 

Committeeman Bill Lane’s 
question; are we asking enoughof 
our high school students?

When they considered what an 
Andover high school diploma with 
its present requirements means 
today, the concensus was: not 
much - not nearly what it should, 
Members Lane and Hill both said 
that their experience of sitting 
through commencement con- 
vinced them that it didn’t mean 
much to students, though Dr. 
Richard Katz observed that this 
might be misleading age level 
behavior. 

Frank Hill suggested a senior 
thesis, requiring a student to 
involve himself, beyond passing a 
list of courses, to pull things 
together, and draw conclusions of 
his own. 

Wormwood suggested that per- 
haps a diploma should signify that 
a student has had certain 
experiences, as well as passing 
academic courses - for example 
the experience some high school 
students have working with 
younger students in SouthSchool. 
Some of these students feel this 
should be a credit unit, he told 
the committee. 

Superintendent Seifert noted 
that we speak of students 
‘‘taking’? a course which the 
school system ‘‘gives,’’ but 
there is no place in the regular 
structure where a student does 
the giving. 

Seifert is concerned lest the 
structure encourage students to 
be dependent learners and sel- 
fish citizens, when the goals of 
education should be independent 
learners, and unselfish people. 
Seifert told the TOWNSMAN he 
felt active participation in class 
should be a requisite for passing 
the course. He said at the meeting 
that he would favor writing some 
form of community service into 
the graduation requirements, and 
having the diploma represent ex- 
periential as well as academic 
requirements. 

The early graduation issue has 
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opened a pandora’s box but the 
school committee and adminis- 
tration seem to feel it is high 
time to open it up and grapple 
their way toward a policy on what 
the Andover High School diploma 
should require and signify.

Yet the scenery is worth 
every woozy minute. 

The farmers tending their cat- 
tle and sheep on small, hilly 
farms remind one of the England 
Thomas Hardy knew when he 
worte the novel Far From the 
Madding Crowd. Modern farming 
techniques are a rarity on this 
island. Their farms are so 
small that it’s not worth buying 
the expensive equipment.

ever, this adds to the -quaint 
atmosphere that is so familiar 
to the island. Where else, but 
Edinbourgh uses sheep as lawn 
mowers and fertilizers? 

The contrast between country 
and city is like two different 
worlds. Chester is the type of 
city where the shops are close 
together and the streets arenar- 
row. To get away from the 
crowded conditions, all one has 
to do is walk along the ancient 
stone wall that surrounds the 
city. 

I strongly disagree with people 
who think all of England is 
characterized by London. Un- 
fortunately the capital contains 
mostly tourists. It is not unusual 
to see these newcomers with their 
noses buried in street maps and 
instamatic cameras hung around 
their neck. These people gather 
at Buckingham Palace, Harrod’s 
of Oxford Street (the elite de- 
partment store H.M. The Queen 
shops) and Carnaby Strest (a 
take-off on Greenwich’ Village) 
while the natives sit and enjoy 
the tranquility of the numerous 
parks. 

Double-decker buses _ speed 
down the two lane highways and 
antique taxicabs whizz around 
the sharp corners. Tourists at- 
tempt to cross the streets, but 
only succeed with the help of a 
true Englishman, Drivers. will 
not stop for any pedestrian, 


Take my word for it! I stayed 
on the same side of the road 
for the first few days because 
I value my life! 

What do people do at night? 

In London, see a play. Or if 
you are a teenager, hang out at 
Picadilly Circus or Trafalgar 
Square. Discotheques and pubs 
are also popular. However all 
social life ends abruptly at 10 
or 11 c’clock, since beer is not 
allowed to be served after these 
hours. 

London is one of the fashion 
capitals of the world, and the 
people believe in keeping the 
image. Men wear suits, ties, and 
boldly printed shirts. This in- 
cludes male teenagers, too! 
Oh yes, platform shoes and shag 
haircuts are very popular for 
both sexes. The English women 
dress nicely however the peacock 
generation ‘‘is alive and living’”’ 
in London. 

I may complain about tourists, 
but I had more than my share of 
sightseeing. Every town has a 
church or cathedral and I think 
I saw every one of them. After 
a while, I couldn’t remember St. 
Paul’s Cathedral from Canter- 
bury Cathedral and the rest of 
them are one big blur! 

As for food, English cuisine 
is not noted for its excellence. 
Though I feel obligated to put in 
a good word for the Scottish 
kippur (a tasty fish with 
numerous small bones that takes 
hours to eat). Don’t be disap- 
pointed, many restaurants 
specializing in European or 
Oriental cuisine are situated 
throughout the city. 

Now that I look back over the 
trip, I realize how much fun | 
had and how tired I was. It’s 
definitely more interesting to 
see a famous sight instead 
of reading about it!

The new headmaster said later 
on Sunday that a number of the 
many public school superin- 
tendents he knows from his years 
as dean of the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education see the need 
for just such a public service 
for particular youngsters -- a 
period of immersion into an in- 
tense residential learning com- 
munity, 

Sizer coupled this plan with 
a desire to preserve and streng- 
then Phillips Academy’s high 
intellectual standards, and ex- 
tend the variety in an already 
diverse student body, 

‘Our academy should be 
devoted to justice, and the qual- 
ities of wisdom and decency that 
lie behind it, The basis for these 
is clear thinking, whether about 
polities, or values, or emotions, 
or the sciences, or history or the 
arts,’” He warned that Phillips 
Academy should discriminate be- 
tween intellect, analysis, and the 
wider virtue of intelligence which 
includes but goes beyond 
intellect, ‘This school should 
stand for intellect and intelli- 
gence == and rejoice in both,” 

“I am aware that a 
reassertion of the importance of 
the intellect is out of tune with 
the current Greening of America, 
How sad! It is thinking -= and 
laughter -=- that marks us as 
humans, To forget or underesti~ 
mate the resources of the mind 
is to cheat our children.’* 

As for diversity, Phillips 
Academy will be coed next fall,

report with kindergarten parents, 
Commiteeeman Hill praised the 
combination of specific prac- 
tises, and an equipment list, with 
educational philosophy. 

The system’s kindergarten 
teachers met every Wednesday 
evening last year to work out 
what ought to be taking place in 
the system town-wide. 

The resulting document finds 
the teachers agreed that teach- 
ers should ‘‘take a stand against 
any pressure to ‘toughen up the 
kindergarten experience’.”’ 

Charlotte LaPointe, the 
group’s leader, fielded Dr. Frank 

Griggs’ questions on just what 
this meant, and why the teachers 
should ‘‘editorialize this way?” 

Mrs. LaPointe said that there 
are always going to be some 
parents hoping that the program 
will ‘“‘toughen up” and accela- 
rate children into reading and 
writing, even mathematics, in 
kindergarten. The kindergarten 
teachers hold that kindergarten 
children should not be forced 
into rigid educational patterns, 
sit at desks and given pencil 
and paper assignments. 

Some children who come to 
Kindergarten can read already, 
the kindergarten leader said, but 
children in general are not really 
ready to read and write until about 
6-1/2 years, because of physical 
limitations. Their small muscle 
coordination and ability to see 
letters doesn’t really jump ahead 
until after the sixth year, when 
they seem suddenly to become 
more adept. 


She said that in kindergarten 
classes of a number of years 
ago, students spent most of the 
morning behind a desk, with lit- 
tle emphasis on exploration, or 
muscle development. These 
kindergartens were geared more 
to the teacher’s needs than to 
the children that age, Mrs. La- 
Pointe claimed. 

The Andover kindergartens 
now have interest centers, with 
children moving freely from one 
to another, she explained, ex- 
ploring with a framework that 
is disciplined. Children use

niaterials freely - paints, ‘clay, 
large blocks, dress-ups, and

Area Mail Processing isaplan 
whereby all mail originating at 
these offices will be consolidated 
at one of the three Area Mail 
Processing Centers for complete 
preparation and processing for 
outgoing dispatch. 

Mail originating from the 
larger offices in the Woburn 
area will be consolidated at the 
originating post office and with- 
out further preparation, be dis- 
patched to the respective Area

Recycling pays, ecologically: 

-- In raw material saved. 

-- In pollution not caused in 
manufacturing, and unwanted by- 
products not made from raw 
material. 

-- In energy not consumed in 
processing. 

-- In land not used for dumping, 
or air pollution not caused by 
burning. And recycling can pay 
a town, financially: 

-- In payment received from 
waste dealers. 

-- In payment not given to the 
trash man, 

-- In town land not used for 
dumping,

Here are some of the'ecological 
savings made by recycling: 

It requires 14 million more 
gallons of water to make a thou- 
sand tons of new paper than to 
make a thousand tons of recycled 
paper. 

And the water comes out pol- 
luted -- the Biological Oxygen 
Demand is decreased by 44 per- 
cent for recycled paper. 


Twelve trillion BTU’s of 
energy are saved -- about 50 
percent. 


The weight of air pollution 
particulates is reduced by 31 
tons -- about 71 percent. 

And, of course, the forest 
itself is saved for wildlife habi- 
tat, recreation, and productionof 
oxygen. 

It takes four tons of bauxite ore 
to make one ton of aluminum, 
so three tons of waste must be 
disposed of at the mill. 

A ton of aluminum cans can 
be reprocessed with only 300 
kilowatt hours of electricity, but 
it takes 16,000 kilowatt hours to 
make a ton-of new aluminum. 
This saves heat and air pollu- 
tion, as well as eight tons of 
coal, probably strip mined, re- 
quired to make the electricity. 

The energy savings on steel 
cans are not so spectacular, since 
about five times as much energy 
is used to produce alumninum 
as to produce steel. However, 
in terms of raw material used 
and waste material not formed 
in production or disposal, the 
environmental saving is well 
worth the effort. 

Recycled glass reduces solid 
waste in the dump, decreases 
the drain on natural resources, 
and conserves energy. However, 
returnable bottles are still 
superior to throwaways, even if 
they are recycled. Recycled 
throwaway bottles use 3.11 times 
the energy of returnable bottles, 
which do not have to be re- 
manufactured for each use. 

And recycling, of course, saves 
Space at the dump and reduces 
the amount of trash that must be 
trucked away. 4 

So much for reasons why re- 
cycling is a good idea.

Recreation Roundup 


Community Theater Is 


A Part Of The Program

I thought this week, that it 
would be interesting and informa 
tive for me to touch uponseveral 
areas pertinent to the Recreation 
Department, Since becoming im= 
mersed in the Community School 
concept, several areas of

tion Department, I am sure that 
this cooperative arrangement 
will result in an opportunity to

I am seriously considering a 
roller skating program for An= 
dover adults and children, This 
article has provided feedback in 
the past so may we try again? 
I would like a reaction to this 
Program, At two (maybe three)

Uncle Sam’s 
Birthplace

Perhaps in the day-to-day 
hustle you have forgotten that 
Mason, New Hampshire, is the 
birthplace of Uncle Sam.

For Mason has a wealth of 
postcard-worthy woods roads and 
the village center looks like a 
woodcut in color.

But, back to Uncle Sam, who 
should not be left dangling like 
that. Legend has it -- and the 
State of New Hampshire has cast 
it in iron as a historic marker -- 
that Samuel Wilson of Mason 
became famed as a supplier of 
beef to American forces in the 
War of 1812. The barrels of 
beef bore a ‘‘US’’ identifying it 
as United States property but 
the soldiers began referring 
to the US as Uncle Sam in refer- 
ence to the supplier. Sort of 
similar to the transformation of 
World War II soldiers to ‘‘GIs” 
in reference to government issue. 

Having consumed government 
rations, we wonder if Uncle Sam 
was regarded as affectionately 
then as now. Could he have been 
sort of an Uncle Spam? 

When it comes to striking 
beauty, the woodlands of late 
summer leave that aspect to 
fungi, the many mushrooms of 
striking color. Since the summer 
has been unusually wet, the dis- 
play this year surpasses average 
both in color and in plentitude. 

In addition, the greenery of 
mosses and lichens has persisted 
into dog days with a flourish. 
As for the really beautiful flowers 


-- the woodland flowers that’ 


bloom in spring before tree 
leaves spread shade -- they now 
are in seed stage, Trilliums 
and jack-in-the-pulpit sport seed 
pods of striking red, Bluebead- 
lilies support globes of blackish- 
purple. 

What flowers now bloom in the 
woods are mostly modest. Such 
as the whorled wood aster whose 
plant shape really is more beau- 
tiful than its rather insignificant 
blossoms, Or the heart-leaved 
aster of large leaf and scrawny 
blossom. 

The saprophytes and parasitic 
plants exist in unaccustomed 
richness due to wet weather. In- 
dian pipes stood in ghostly 
clusters. Pinesaps pushed up 
through the dead leaves of the 
forest floor, looking like dark 
Indian pipes with too many 
tobacco bowls. 

Even the asphalt roads in 
Mason have margins decorated 
by better than average wild 
flowers, And there is a quiet- 
ness and lack of traffic that 


. Can give a short-tailed shrew the 


courage to dash across the road, 
and with an excellent chance of 
making the trip alive.

The philosophy 
and objectives of a school and 
the characteristics and needs 
of its students should determine

the nature of its programme. 
The philosophy is a framework 
of basic principles whichexpress 
the convictions of the staff, the 
community, and the students on 
such essential points as the pur- 
pose of the school, how students 
learn, the content and methods 
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of instruction, desirable types of 
student activities, and the out- 
come to be attained. The state- 
ment of objectives sets forth 
in specific terms what the school 
is trying to do to meet the needs 
and interests of early adoles- 
cents in accordance with the 
statement of philosophy. 

Every school needs acarefully 
formulated, comprehensive 
statement of philosophy. Such 
a statement serves as a basis 
for forming a judgement upon the 
extent to which the school is 
actually accomplishing what it 
is properly trying toaccomplish, 

Each school should determine 
and develop its own educational 
philosophy which is consistent 
within itself and consistent with 
the needs of early adolescent boys 
and girls. 

Both the written and oral 
philosophy of Middle Schools ap- 
pear to contain, but are not 
limited to, the following items: 

Relevance to the larger pur- 
poses of the British educational 
commitment, 

Attention to intellectual, demo- 
cratic, moral, and social values 
basic to satisfying the needs of 
the individual and his culture. 

Individual differences and the 
special characteristics, needs 
and dispositions of early adoles- 
cents in the local community. 

Concern for the nature of know- 
ledge and for the learners and 
their total development. 

Consistency with actual prac- 
tice. 

Identification of the roles and 
relationships expected of the 
community, the student, the 
teacher, and the administration 
in the educational process of the 
school.

The years under consideration — 


have been described as ‘fantas- 
tic years of development’ by 
Tanner, the leading authority on 
the growth and development of 
children and while pupils in the 
Middle years of schooling share 
a common age’group, it is their 
differences which have to be 
appreciated and understood.’ It 
is, in fact, the recognition by 
teachers, administrators and 
planners of the uniqueness of 
each child of this age, and the 
need for that originality to be 
catered for that accounts for 
many of the problems that beset 
educationalists and architects 
when planning Middle Schools. All 
concerned are endeavouring to 
find what is the greatest contri- 
bution the school can make to 
the development of the child’s 
physical and intellectual identity, 
while at the same time providing 
an environment where a society 
can be established which can 
bring out all the benefits of 
community living. 

Girls reach their most rapid 
rate of growth between 10-1/2 
and 13, boys between 12-1/2 
and 15, but in the Middle School 
there is little difference in all- 
around strength between them. 
Both have boundless energy and 
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at no time in their lives are 
they more active. As long as their 
interest is maintained there is 
little fear of them lacking the 
vitality needed to ensure total 
involvement. Nor is the appeal 
only in physical challenge. Most 
children of this age are in- 
quisitive and eager to find out 
what is happening about them and 
they are just as likely to become 
deeply involved with people and 
things as they are in the physical 
environment about them, 

Differences are not confined 
to those between girls and boys 
of the same age. Indeed some 
children at the lower end of the 
Middle School age range may 
hae more in common withchild- 
ren at the other end than with 
their own age group and while this 
affinity is unlikely to be total it 
wiil be important enough to af- 
fect the organization within the 
school and to some extent the 
building itself. The range will 
extend from the immature nines 
to the worldly-wise 13 year-old 
and will include all the complexi- 
ties and problems associated with 
providing a satisfying environ- 
ment for learning for sophis- 
ticated 13 year old girls under 
the same roof as the ingenuous 
boy of 9. 

There are obvious areas in 
Middle Schools where the talents 
of such girls can be used just 
as early-maturing boys can be 
trained in aspects of leadership 
at a time when their qualities 
of strength and dexterity canearn 
for them the respect and, often, 
admiration of their fellows. 

It is during the middle years 
of schooling that boys and girls 
begin to relate themselves to the 
larger groups which exist around 
them. Not only therefore must 
the school help with the develop- 
ment of the child’s ownpersonal- 


| ity but it should assist him to 


take his rightful place in the 
larger society which may be in 
the school or outside it, Whether 
he can do so depends to a great 
extent on the relationships he 
is able to establish and also on 
those which other people form 
and which affect him. = 

He must learn to work in 
groups both large and small; he 
must seek and give assistance in 
project work and he must learn 
to share. The attitudes of 
teachers to each other within 
the school and of teachers to 
children will affect the conduct 
of pupils and their relationships 
with teachers and witheachother. 
It follows that the building must 
be one where these beneficial 
relationships can easily be fos- 
tered. The outward-looking en- 
thusiasms of the first forms 
(class) can be fostered by pro- 
viding a variety of activities 
using a wide range of materials. 
Provision should be made for 
children to hive off and be quiet 
if necessary and areas should 


be’ provided where they can 


pursue a variety of activities 
without undue interference either 
from others or from a teacher. 

The teacher to child rela- 
tionship is a most important 
one. The teacher who will be 
responsible for the child’s work 
and welfare will be recognized 
as ‘his teacher’ and to a great 
extent the building itself can 
contribute toward preserving 
the security and confidence which 
the child obtains from close con- 
tact with one member of staff who 
knows him well. This closeness 
of contact is as necessary for the 
13 as for the 9 year-old. It is 
the foundation from which spring 
the stimulus to start him on his 
work, guidance in his studies and 
recognition of his achievements. 

What children learn, and more 
particularly how they learn, will 
have considerable’ effect on 
teaching method, on the content

of the Middle School curriculum 
and on the school building. In 
three particular fields, in games 
and physical education, inartand 
craft and in writing and mathema- 

‘ tics, children will greatly in- 
crease their skillfulness, 


They will also increase their 
power to think logically andtheir 
ability to communicate will de- 
velop accordingly. They will be- 
come more selective in their 
choice of studies and interests 
as their experience of words and 
other media of expression are 
developed; consequently wider 
fields of literature and reference 
material will be needed. Interests 
will deepen and become more 
particular and the children will 
develop enduring enthusiasms 
and will wish to spend moretime 
pursuing these with the result 
that substantial demands will be 
made on the teacher’s time to 
such an extent that one teacher 
alone may be quite unable to cope 
single-handed with the demands 
on his time, energy and 
knowledge. 


The successful Middle School 
will ensure that all levels of 
ability in each child can be given 
full scope for further growth 
and development. It should be 
a community with its own 
character, its own uniqueness 
and atmosphere and, despite the 
age range it embraces, it must 
evolve as an entity in itself 
without trace of any dichotomy 
of primary and secondary. It 
should be centered around the 
child as an individual and should 
allow him to mature at his own 
pace, to foster his individual 
type of learning, to give him the 
opportunity to discover and foster 
his own interests, to be capable 
of working harmoniously with 
others in groups, to learn how 
to learn and to acquire the self- 
discipline which goes with it,

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Editorial Comment 


Town Meeting 


Problems, some major others minor, have an unusual 
way of attaining longevity in Andover. 

The latest item on the list of prolonged issues concerns 
the town’s sanitary landfill operations. 

This matter can be brought to a decisive conclusion on 
Monday night when the October town mecting convenes 
at 7:30 p.m. in Memorial Auditorium of the East Junior 
High school. 

The dump issue is but one of 29 items commanding the 
attention of the town’s electorate. 

Other items on the agenda include a hunting regulation, 
mosquito control, flood plain zoning, conservation items 
and a guidance decision as to whether the town should 
undertake refuse collection. 

In the spectrum. of municipal operations, no item is 
greater than any other, but the dump issue, we hope, will 
be decided once and for all Monday night. 

There have been suggestions that the town could pro- 
vide the pickup. service and have the material carted out of 
town. 

It seems sheer folly to anticipate this as an immediate 
solution to a grave municipal problem. 

The matter at hand involves the state citing the town 
for violation at its present dump sites. The town is asking 
time to make necessary correction and develop an alterna- 
tive site. 

The time has arrived for a decision. 

Hopefully, the voters Monday night, will give that final 
direction needed to move this project ahead. 

On another item, namely mosquitoes, we realize the 
proposed program has considerable flaws. 

We also are cognizant of ecology and conservation. 

But somewhere there is something about a balance of 
nature. 

Based on recent experiences with the environment 
wherein mosquitoes in particular and insects in general 
have become bigger, more plentiful, more aggressive and 
just downright nasty, we would like to sce some provision 
made for returning the out-of-doors back to the human 
race by means of a decent insecticide. 


Finally 


The selectmen this week have taken some positive ac- 
tion in providing relief for residents of the Brealand area 
off Elm Street. 

The proposed Merrimack College infirmary was the 
motivating factor in bringing long standing aggravation to 
a head. 

Residents have complained that the construction of the 
infirmary will add further to drainage woes and sewer 
problems in the area. 

Town officials contend that they can not legally block 
the infirmary construction, or its tie-in to the town sewer 
lines, provided that all state regulations covering such 
health facilities are met. 

The neighbors have asked that the college consider 
moving the building 200 feet to a point where it could be 
tied in to North Andover facilities. 

Basically, however, this will not solve an overall 
problem. 

The new home development in the Elm street area of 
about 20 years ago, has presented problems to the town 
since its inception. 

The town has had to provide relief for some conditions 
left by a developer, who came on the scene, accomplished 
his task and vanished. 

Subsequent college development may also have caused 
increased need for an examination of surface drainage 
conditions. The Flatley apartment development in North 
Andover also diverts water into the area. 

Following a hearing of the various problems Monday 
night, the selectmen, on motion of Milton Greenberg, 
have asked for a complete study of the drainage and sewer 
problems. Also they have supported a $10,000 proposal 
to remove the current storm drains from the sewer system. 

The board also has asked for an examination of the 
1948 agreement between the town and the college with 
respect to entering the town’s utility lines, 


a Merrimack will’ also be requested to offer assistance to 
the town in relief of either current or future drainage 
problems, according to the sclectmen’s proposal. 

All of this seems to indicate that the town is interested 
in providing long overdue relief to the area, and coming 
up with some positive answers to pertinent questions. 


Milestone 


The Andover Zoning Board of Appeals recently handed 
down a decision, which, while not of particular import 
other than to the petitioner, was significant. 

The decision was the 1,000th reached by the rather im- 
portant board since its founding back in the late 30’s at 
which time the town came under approved zoning 


regulations. 


The zoning board is an important part of the municipal, 
family and since its inception, has exercised its authority 


with proper judicial action. 


Its membership, unpaid, has been faced with some 
weighty matters over the years, all having a distinct bearing 
on the character of the community, as they related to 


Andover’s zoning regulations. 


Zoning board members have been those with legal 
talent, business and professional people interested in the 


well being of the community. 


Their function has a legal bearing and their decisions 
have seldom been challenged in the courts. 

While not all their decisions have been met with par- 
ticular public favor, it can be said that all have been 
reached after careful deliberation and the adequate appli- 
cation of the standards set by the Andover voters at town 
meeting through adoption of zoning bylaws. 

That the town has been fortunate over the years to 
have had residents interested in pursuing this public 
service is borne out by the fact that Andover has retained 
its character through a period of tremendous growth. 

We feel confident that the zoning board members will 
continue to uphold the trust placed in them.

Congressman,” she says. ‘‘We 
can try to clarify their 
problems.”’

Then, the League hopes to 
spark ‘‘voter involvement 

projects” ranging from tenants’ 
councils to groups of citizens 
anxious to improve their com- 
munity’s schools. 

‘We'll arrange workshops,”’ 
Mrs, Molay says, ‘‘but we don’t 
want to do things for people.

Apple Crop Reaching Pea 


McIntosh apples from Bay State 
orchards are the big news this 
week, with the peak of the har- 
vest approaching, and wholesale 
prices beginning to drop, reports 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agricutlure. 

Fresh, juicy Macs are in good 
supply at produce counters and 
farm stands across the state. 
The quality of this year’s crop 
is even better than last year, 
says the MDA, The apples are 
firmer, less subject to bruising, 
and have considerable longer 
shelf life. 

Better and more scientific 
management of the orchards has 
combined with a generally cooler 
growing season to produce an 
outstanding crop. 

Native Cortlands and Delicious 
will begin to appear shortly, with 
good supplies expected in two to 
three weeks. 

Locally - grown Bartlett and 
Bosc pears are in good supply 
now, large, juicy and of excellent 
quality. They are found mostly 
at farm stands. Pears should be 
left at room temperature to ripen 
for eating, much like the treat- 
ment of bananas. Unlike bananas, 


however, ripening can _ be 
slowed without harm, by 
refrigeration. 


Native cranberries are now 
available at produce counters. 
Look for the one-pound window 
boxes. 


Local squash -- butternut, 


acorn and turban -- are plentiful. 
The blue hubbard and buttercup 
are just beginning to appear, 
with heavy production still ahead. 

Sweet corn is in heavy supply, 
with prices at many outlets well 
down from the summer highs. 


Native cukes ; and peppers, too, 
are in good supply. 

The fall harvest of all the 
good things that grow on Mass- 
eahusetts farms is getting into 
full swing this week. Cauli- 
flower is heginning to show up 
at the produce counters, as are 
native parsnips and purple top 
turnips. 

A trip to your nearby road- 
side farmstand this week will 
pay dividends in fresh produce 
for your family.

Manager have recommended the 
acquisition of the acreage in the 
so-called Cyr=Cronin-Brooks 
site off Woburn street, ; 

An alternate item in the 
warrant would allow the acquisi- 
tion of industrially zoned 
property in Lowell Junction near 
the Gillette plant for anew dump, 

The town has been ordered to 
shut down its current landfill 
operation on Chandler road, The 
operation has been ruled by state 
héalth authorities to be in viola- 
tion of regulations, principally 
due to its location on the Hag- 
getts Pond Watershed area, 

Metcalf and Eddy, consultants 
to the town, were retained to 
determine and recommend a new 
landfill site for the town, 

The two sites under considera- 
tion were the recommendations 
of the consultants, Both have been 
presented to local and state health 
authorities for consideration and 
have received approval, 

Following hearings and studies 
by the selectmen, manager and 
Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade, the Cyr = Cronin - 
Brooks site was the recom- 
mendation for the town, 

Residents of the area strongly 
opposed the selection and are 
expected to make their feelings 
known on the floor of town meet- 
ing Monday night, 

An accompanying article will 
ask the town if they wish to have 
municipal collection of refuse, 

Originally, the article called 
for a $5,000 appropriation to 
provide for studies, Town 
Manager J, Maynard Austin has 
stated however, that the money 
will be deleted from the article 
and if the town approved of the 
service, he and DPW Director 
McQuade will come into the 
March town meeting with bid 
prices, 

The town approved a ban on 
hunting at the March town meeting 
which the attorney general subse= 
quently rejected. 


This matter will once again 
be before the voters Monday 
night, 

The proposal is changed and 
with legal guidance is believed 
to be acceptable to the state, 

Hunters and conservationists 
as well as residents inthe Harold 
Parker State Forest are expected 
to debate this issue, 

The mosquito control issue 
is a result of an appeal by many 
residents of the town early this 
summer who complained about 
the large number of insects and 
the health menace they posed.
